in  accordance  with  Approved  plans,  the 
Strangers'  Hospital  association  lias  an  ac- 
quired right  which  can  not  be  lightly 
ignored  The  assertion  that  it  will  be  a 
danger  to  the  neighborhood  is  absurd  and 
can  not  be  sustained.  We  do  not  know  a 
single  reputable  physician  who  holds  any 
such  opinion.  It  is  fully  forty  metres 
above  the  surrounding  neighborhood  and  is 
a  long  distance  Irom  the  public  institutions 
mentioned  in  the  complaint.  The  neigh- 
borhood contains  but  few  residences,  and 
the  properly  belongs  largely  to  public  insti- 
tutions. There  is  not  a  single  valid  reason 
against  the  site  for  the  purpose  named,  nor 
has  one  been  advanced  The  authorities 
must  well  know  that  if  this  site  is  pro- 
nounced objectionable  for  the  reasons 
alleged,  then  there  is  not  an  available  site 
in  this  city  Upon  which  we  can  build  a 
hospital.  Upon  the  government  and  upon 
the  Misericord ifl  must  then  rest  the  odium 
of  defeating  an  undertaking  which  the  au- 
thorities ami  all  disinterested  Brazilians 
have  warmly  praised— that  of  establishing 
a  small  private  hospital  by  certain  foreign 
residents  for  their  own  benefit  and  at  their 
own  expense.  When  it  is  known  abroad 
that  this  humane  idea  can  find  no  support 
and  protection  in  this  pest-ridden  city,  there 
will  be  some  plain  truths  spoken  about  its 
sanitary  condition  and  administration  which 
conscientious  Brazilians  will  be  very  sorry 
to  hear,

The  partisan  intrigues  in  Rio  Grande  do 
Sill  between  Julio  de  Castilhos,  the  deposed 
governor  of  the  Deodoro  regime,  and  the 
friends  of  the  present  administration,  have 
at  last  reached  a  critical  stage,  out  of  which 
an  armed  conflict  will  be  difficult  to  avoid. 
The  situation  at  the  present  moment  is 
highly  critical,  not  only  because  of  the  dis- 
puted governorship,  but  principally  because 
the  Castilhos  faction,  partisans  of  the  Deo- 
doro government,  is  now  uppermost  in  the 
state  capital.  It  appears  that  the  intrigues 
of  ex-governor  Julio  tie  Castilho  had  reach- 
ed such  a  point  some  weeks  ago,  that  the 
Floriano  administration,  composed  of  Bar-, 
veto  Leite  and  Barros  Cassal,  was  compelled 
to  resign.  They  sought  to  meet  the  crisis 
apparently  by  the  appointment  of  Visconde 
de  Pelolas  as  governor  and  General  Silva 
Tavares  as  vice-governor.  This  party  in- 
cludes Gaspar  Silveira  Martins  in  its  ranks, 
and  is  unquestionably  the  strongest  and 
most  respectable  organization  of  the  two. 
Peloids,  however,  was  not  equal  to  the 
emergency,  owing  to  old  age  and  physical 
infirmities,  and  was  therefore  compelled  to 
retire.  The  telegrams  received  here  have 
been  meagre  and  most  unsatisfactory  but 
it  appears  that  Castilhos  aided  by  the  Porto 
A  leg  re  police,  succeeded  in  deposing  Pe- 
lotas  on  the  17th.  The  latter  retired  in 
favor  of  his  vice-governor,  General  Silva 
Tavares,  who  was  absent  in  Bage ;  but 
Castilhos  took  possession  of  the  state  gov- 
ernment and  appointed  Dr.  Victorino  Mon- 
teiro  as  governor.  According  to  a  private 
telegram.  General  Tavares  had  accepted  his 
appointment,  and  will  of  course  contest  the 
possession  of  the  state  administration  with 
the  Castilhos  parly,  This  means  civil  war, 
of  course.  The  military  force  in  the  state 
is  divided  and  disorganized,  and  the  police 
force  of  Porto  A  leg  re  is  favorable  to  Cas- 
tilhos. The  result,  therefore,  is  highly  un- 
certain. It  may  be,  ol  course,  that  a  blood- 
less settlement  will  be  arrived  at,  as  has  so 
frequently  happened  in  recent  Brazilian 
.history,  but  the  indications  are  that  these 
events  are  the  beginning  of  a  long  and 
bitterly  contested  partisan  struggle,  which 
can  not  fail  to  throw  Rio  Grande  back  into 
a  state  of  anarchy  and  may  lead  to  serious 
divisions  throughout  the  whole  country.

"Ide?  The  rool  of  Ihe  evil  lies  in  Ihe 
apathy  of  the  government  officials,  and  from  what 
we  can  gather  everything  in  the  Brazils  seems  dis- 
organised, The  greatest  carelessness  possible  seems 
to  prevail  even  with  regard  to  l he  mails,  llie  de- 
livery of  letters  a  lull  lortnigltt  after  the  steam' r 
arrives  being  more  the  title  Mian  the  exception. 
Without  unduly  palling  ourselves  on  the  back,  we 
think  that  this  paper  has  done  a  very  great  amount 
Of  good  in  exposing  the  past  and  present  rotten 
slate  of  things  in  ihe  Brazils,  and  if  it  were  possible 
to  imagine  nn  English  government  of  the  present 
day  with  n  decern  commonsensa  loreign  policy,  we 
should  be  inclined  to  ask  ihe  Foreign  Office :  What 
aie  you  going  to  do  about  il  ? 


We  can  hardly  believe  that  the  govern- 
ment will  take  any  serious  notice  of  the 
representation  of  the  Misericordia  authorities

llie  decline  of  yellow  lever  in  Santos  is  absolutely 
false,  ami  tlint,  if  anything,  mailers  in  Mint  lowit 
are  at  the  present  moment  in  a  worse  position  than 
ever.  We  have  endeavoured  to  posl  tip  our  lenders 
in  this  scandalous  affair  Iroto  the  very  beginning  of 
the  shipping  block  at  Rio  and  Santos,  and  we  have 
to  again  warn  shipowners,  charterers,  officers  and 
sailors,  that  ihe  block  at  Santos  still  exists,  anil  that 
owiim  to  bad  government  and  administration  the 
fever  has  found  a  permanent  home  in  ihe  town. 
Goods  aie  brought  to  ami  shipped  from  Santos 
chiefly  because  It  is  ihe  nearest  port  to  Sao  Paulo, 
the  capital  of  the  province,  and  Ihe  company  which 
owns  the  railway  line  between  the  Iwo  towns  have 
repeatedly  warned  lite  authorities  that  the  single 
line  and  the  existing  wharf  accommodation  would 
eventually  prove  inadequate  to  meei  ihe  requi 
ments  of  the  rapidly-increasing  traffic  ol  the  port. 
Tins  was  urged  many  years  ago,  lor  llie  railway 
people  saw  die  possibilities  of  llie  traffic,  and  knew 
that  llie  best  means  of  taking  care  of  their  own 
interests  lay  in  making  wise  provision  for  ihe  trade 
of  the  future.  The  focal  llrar.ilinrt  authorities  and 
slate's  government  persistently  veined  all  proposals 
for  extra  expenditure,  and  this  for  no  other  appaicnt 
reason  than  that  they  were  afraid  any  reform  would 
interfere  with  the  surplus  earnings  of  the  company, 
in  which,  it  mtisi  be  remembered,  the  said 
lirazilian  officials  had  a  monetary  interest.  Thus, 
il  was  not  by  any  particular  action  oil  ihe  pari  of 
llie  Ui'aziliiin  govern  men  t  that  the  way  was  paved 
for  all  ihe  difficulties  which  followed,  but  rather 
through  a  lazy  ami  selfishly-prompted  inaction. 
Thus,  years  passed  on  and  Iralfic  expanded,  and  ihe 
block  came  just  as  it  had  all  been  foretold,  but  the 
government  stirred  not,  and  then  the  dreaded 
epidemic  arrived,  presumably  will)  the  iiilenlion  ol 
staying.  To  understand  the  state  of  affairs  aright 
il  must  he  remembered  thai  ihe  place  is  always,  as 
it  were,  on  the  fringe  of  an  epidemic;  sanitation,  in 
llie  sense  as  understood  by  Englishmen,  does  no  I 
exist,  and  ihe  climate  is  distinctly  insalubrious  and 
unhealthy  for  Europeans,  This  is  so  al  llie  best  of 
limes,  hut  if  a  man  is  conslilutioually  hardy,  nnd 
takes  every  precaution,  he  may  manage  to  become 
acclimatised,  and  outlive  llie  deadliest  and  most 
insidious  maladies,  This  is  why  it  is  possible  for 
any  business  at  all  to  be  done  at  Santos  at  llie 
present  moment,  but  even  now  it  is  neccssaiy  for 
most  of  the  Europeans  to  run  away  by  train  to  the 
highlands  every  evening;.  The  carelessness  and 
waulon  disregard  lor  health  shown  by  sailors  is 
simply  proverbial,  and  when  the  shipping  block 
came,  and  the  seamen  and  firemen  ol  our  vessels 
found  themselves  doomed  to  slay  in  the  port  for 
eight,  ten,  or  twelve  months  there  is  scarcely  room 
for  wonder  that  many  of  them  went  wrong,  and 
that  drinking,  debauchery,  and  (lie  dirty  hovels  of 
Santos  were  the  means  of  many  of  ihe  simple 
mariners  catching  the  dreadful  scourge.  The  tW 
of  the  dreadful  story  may  be  easily  imagined,  mid 
many  English  homes  to-day  stand  shorn  ol  then 
wage-earners  and  their  loved  ones  as  a  terrible  re- 
minder ol  the  present  plague  in  Santos.  Il  must 
I*  home  in  mind  that  it  was  the  apathv  of  the 
IJra/.ilian  government  which  produced  ihe  block  in 
shipping,  and  that  it  was  the  shipping  block  which 
brought  on  Hie  yellow  lever  epidemic  which  lias 
decimated  the  place  for  the  last  three  years,  which 
is  as  virulent  as  ever  at  the  present  day,  and  winch 
will  continue  until  the  mailer  is  taken  vigorously 
in  hand  by  llie  government,  and  ships  forbidden  lo 
enter  llie  port  until  the  railway  and  wharf  accom- 
modation is  made  sufficient  to  render  a  shipping 
block  an  imr.ossil)i.iiiy.  It  is  a  fact  that  interested 
people  are  endeavoring  lo  persuade  shipowners  and 
others  that  llie  plague  is  disappearing  on  account  of 
the  cool  weather.  This,  il  may  beat  once  asserted, 
is  scandalously  false,  for  yellow  fever  has  never 
ceased  in  the  port  since  1SS9,  ami  list  year  through- 
out the  cool  weather  il  showed  no  .sign  of  lessening 
in  virulence.  Less  than  four  weeks  ago  an  English 
merchant  of  the  very  highest  standing  in  Braz.il 
visiled  the  hospitals.  lie  lound  that  there  were 
over  two  hundred  cases  of  yellow  fever  on  the 
hooks,  anil  because  this  number  compares  favour- 
ably with  the  figures  of  several  months  ago  it  is 
argued  that  the  malady  is  rapidly  diminishing.

For 
aiy  part  I  shall  be  content  if  they  do  so,  for  really 
il  ts  rjuile  miserable  living  in  this  stale.  Many  of 
Dr!  Murtinho's  parly  have  fled  from  the  town,  as 
the  soldiers  were  sent  lo  the  different  houses, 
threatening  ihe  lives  or  ihe  inmates,  or  imprison- 
ment! Every  man,  or  I  may  say,  every  boy  of  15, 
is  forced  to  become  a  soldier.  Our  man  servant 
has  not  been  able  (o  go  home  fur  a  week,  as  ihe 
streets  arc  watched  night  and  day,  and  the  soldiers 
even  enter  the  trams  and  make  prisoners  of  the 
men.  Another  thing,  the  town  will  soon  be  on 
famine  allowance,  as  the  troops  outside  lay  bold  ol 
all  they  can  in  the  way  of  cattle,  lice,  cle.,  and  ihe 
governor  of  the  town  has  ordered  all  that  enters  lo 
be  seized  and  to  be  taken  to  the  arsenal.  Sra.  Mur- 
linho  laid  in  a  stock  of  provisions  a  few  days  ago, 
owing  to  Dr.  Gauia's  advice  that  she  should  do  so. 

Almost  all  the  families  here  have  moved  from 
their  houses,  and  either  left  ihe  town  for  different 
farmhouses,  or  else  taken  shelter  in  llie  Infirmary. 
All  the  neighbouring  towns  and  villages  have  risen 
up  in  favour  of  Dr.  Mttrlinho,  and  the  party  from 
Sao  Ltd/,  is  expected  to  join  Sr.  Ponce.  It  appears 
that  Gen.  Ewhank  did  not  believe  the  report  ol  such 
a  serious  disturbance,  and  accordingly  with  Dr. 
Murlinlio  and  others  came  on  in  Ihe  mail  and  were 
slopped  at  Coimbra.

REVOLUTION  IN  RIO  GRANDE. 
On  the  16th  inst.  wc  were  advised  through  a 
private  telegram  received  here  from  Porto  Alcgre 
that  an  insurrection  was  imminent  in  that  city,  and 
that  the  secession  of  Rio  Grande  was  one  of  its 
purposes.  This  of  course  referred  to  the  intrigues 
carried  on  by  the  deposed  governor  of  the  Deodoro 
regime,  Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos,  who  lias  stubbornly 
refused  to  accept  the  results  of  the  November 
revolution  iu  that  state.  His  parly,  which  includes 
Gen.  Frota,  Col.  Flores,  the  Maciels  ami  other 
prominent  men  of  Rio  Grande,  calls  itself  the 
•'  twitti  feptti'licana,"  while  the  other  party  is 
known  under  various  titles,  such  as  "federalist," 
"  gasfarista"  etc.,  and  comprises  such  names  as 
those  of  Visconde  de  relates,  Silveira  Marlins,  Gen. 
Silva  Tavares,  Barros  Cassal,  and  others. 

On  the  171I1  the  !■■'."/  occurred,  but  owing  to  the 
customary  Interference  with  the  telegraph  lines 
only  one  paper  In  Rio  de  Janeiro  had  information 
of  ii  Everyone  knew  that  something  had  hap- 
pened, but  just  what  il  was  no  one  could  conjec- 
ture. On  the  19th  sonic  of  the  particulars  were 
known,  and  on  the  20th  the  Pan  published  llie 
following  telegram  (dated  the  iSth  and  retained  at 
Porto  Alegie)  which  gives  the  fullest  details  we 
have  thus  tar  seen. 

Porto  Ai.f.gkk,  iSth  (delayed). 
Yesterday  at  I  p.m.,  Lieut.  Cliacha  Pereira  went 
to  the  police  barracks,  incited  the  soldiers  and 
officers  to  insurrection,  and  with  them  went  to  the 
jail,  There  he  liberated  the  officers  of  that  corps 
who  were  undergoing  sentence,  ant!  immediately 
afterwards,  the  door  having  been  locked,  organized 
his  whole  following  within  the  inclosure  (pateo). 

General  Fernandas  Lima,  commandant  of  the 
police  brigade,  on  having  knowledge  of  what  had 
occurred,  went  to  the  jail,  where  he  was  repulsed 
by  shots  from  the  force  drawn  up  in  front  of  the 
edifice. 

The  general  having  withdrawn,  by  force  of  cir- 
cumstances, diverse  pickets  of  police  marched  up  in 
front  of  the  office  of  the  E:\{i'i\v;iio,  where  were 
assembled  Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos,  Gen.  Frota,  Col. 
Thomaz  Flores  and  many  armed  citizens.  There, 
the  aforesaid  force  to  the  number  of  150  men  having 
been  drawn  up  in  line,  the  above-mentioned  citizens 
came  out  and  all  went  to  the  governor's  palace, 
whose  guard  surrendered,  its  commander,  linsign 
lose  Francisco  da  Costa  Freitas,  being  captured. 

Having  entered  the  palace,  the  government  was 
at  once  installed  of  Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos,  who 
immediately  made  his  appearance  at  one  of  the 
windows  and  made  a  speech  in  regard  to  the  vic- 
tory of  the  Unilio  Republicana,  concluding  with  the 
declaration  that  he  had  resigned  the  office  of  presi- 
dent of  ihe  state  and  had  nominated  vice-president 
Dr.  Victorino  Montciro.  This  citizen  then  spoke 
nnd  said  he  desired  that  his  administration  should 
win  the  public  esteem  by  its  spirit  of  good  will, 
fraternity  and  magnanimity. 

The  Visconde  de  Pelotas,  who  is  in  this  capital, 
has  received  the  following  telegram  from  liage, 
dateil  yesterday  :  — 

"In  virtue  of  your  telegram  of  to-day  anil 
official  letter  of  the  14th  inst ,  advising  my  nomina- 
tion as  3rd  vice  governor  of  the  state  and  trans- 
mitting to  me  at  the  same  time  the  office  of  govern- 
ment, 1  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  have  this  date 
assumed  the  functions  of  the  office  of  governor  in 
this  city.— General  Silva  Tiwarcs." 

The  sub-treasury,  post-office,  telegraph  and 
custom-liou.se  have  been  since  yesterday,  on  the 
occurrence  of  these  recent  incidents,  occupied  by 
federal  forces. 

Up  to  the  present  moment  order  here  has  not 
been  disturbed.  The  shots  referred  to  above  did 
not  hit  anybody. 

The  government  fiscal  yesterday  prohibited  our 
sending  any  telegrams  on  these  events  during  the 
first  hours  of  to-day. 

A  Rio  G:ande  telegram  of  the  19th  repeats  the 
foregoing  story  and  adds  that  the  coup  was  re- 
ceived with  great  popular  enthusiasm.  General 
Tavares  had  established  his  capital  at  Ilagc,  and 
was  collecting  forces  to  mam  tain  his  authority.  It 
wj-  ;  reported  there  thai  the  revolution  had  suc- 
ceeded everywhere  except  in  llage,  against  which 
a  force  under  General  Isidro  would  march.  It  was 
also  said  that  large  forces  of  political  refugees  on 
the  Uruguayan  frontier  would  join  the  Castilhos 
party. 

A  subsequent  telegram  of  the  2:1th  says  thrl 
the  revolution  has  triumphed  throughout  the  whole 
state,  there  having  been  a  light  at  Livramento, 
resulting  in  13  killed  and  many  wounded,  at 
Cachoeha  who  e  ^  were  killed  and  at  Arroio 
Grande  where  2  were  killed. 
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WORRYING  THE  ARGENTINE  PITAK- 
MACISTS.

Carbolic  acid, 
corrosive  sublimate,  ses'piichloride  of  iron,  linen 
bandages.  .Xx.,  arc  especially  prohibited,  and  after 
rendering  lirst  aid  to  the  person  injured  the  phar- 
macist must  at  once  hand  him  over  to  the  care  of  a 
medic.il  man.  From  the  minuteness  of  the 
directions,  of  which  we  have  only  given  an  outline 
here,  il  would  appear  either  that  the  Argentine 
phaniiiieiits  are  a  class  of  fouls,  which  wc  refuse  to 
believe,  or  that  the  object  of  the  government  is 
simply  to  pester  them  with  a  show  of  pedantic 
solicitude  for  the  public,  which  seems  a  far  more 
likely  explanation .  —London  Cheai island  Druggist.

NEW  COFFER  LANDS  IN  PERU, 

The  lands  selected  in  Peru  by  the  commission 
sent  out  by  the  Peruvian  Corporation,  Limited,  an 
association  of  Ceylon  planters,  are  ihtts  described 
by  the  two  commissioners,  Messrs.  Ross  and  Sin- 
clair, whose  report  was  made  subsequently  to  ihat 
of  the  botanist,  Mr.  Clark,  from  winch  we  have 
already  made  extracts:— 

LOCALITY  AND  EXTENT  OF  LAND  SELECTED, 
"The  best  available  [and  within  easy  distance  of 
the  Oroya  railway,  and  suitable  (or  coffee,  cocoa 
and  oilier  tropical  pmducls,  we  found  lo  lie  in  ilie 
Perene  valley,  about  lat.  I!  S.,  long.  75  W.,  nltl- 
Hide  from  4,500  down  to  1,050  feel  above  sea  level. 
The  area  might  tie  indefinitely  extended  from 
Pangoa  on  the  one  side,  lo  Pozuzo  on  ilie  oilier ; 
bnl  taking  only  20  kilometres  on  each  side  of  ihe 
River  Peren6 -traversed  by  us  for  40  miles— we 
have  about  \%  million  acres  of  almost  unbroken 
forest,  of  inexhaustible  fertility,  and  all,  us  far  as 
we  could  judge,  admirably  adapted  for  llu  success, 
fid  cultivation  (if  every  known  tropical  product.  [1 
seems  but  a  small  patch  from  tile  vast  reserves  of 
this  country;  yet  it  is  capable  of  producing  more 
coffee  than  the  whole  Eastern  world  at  present 
supplies;  and  it  will  be  remembered  ihat  when 
Ceylon  was  the  third  coffee-producing  country,  it 
had  only  200,000  acres  in  cultivation,  or  about  one- 
sixth  of  the  extent  selected  in  the  Perene  valley. 

Specifically  our  examination  of  tin'  land  com- 
menced where  the  "  Eneno  "  rivulet  falls  into  the 
Perene.  The  altitude  is  1,900  feet,  rod  Hie  rainfall 
is  evidently  ample.  The  land,  rising  from  the 
river  nn  the  north  side,  is  somewlml  steep,  but 
with  its  rich  open  suhsoi!  is  specially  well  adapted 
lor  coffee  ;  and  a  lew  thousand  acres  might  be 
planted  here  al  an  allilude  of  from  1,900  feel  at 
the  river  up  to  3,500  or  4,000  feel  on  the  ridge. 
Immediately  opposite— on  the  south  side  of  the 
river— there  are  a  few  hundred  acres  of  rich  flat 
laud,  suitable  for  any  tropical  product  \  bnl  here, 
as  a  rule,  the  north  side  is  decidedly  the  hesl. 
Pursuing  our  journey  downwards— the  river  being 
al  all  times  quite  navigable — we  were  greatly 
delighted  with  the  ever-changing  yet  always  en- 
chanting scenery,  Ihe  rich  but  not  over-dense 
undergrowth,  the  gigantic  trees,  covered  and  fes- 
tooned with  creepers  and  parasiles,  alt  indicating  a 
forcing  climate  and  virgin  soil  of  amazing  fertility. 
About  three  miles  downwards  we  stopped  to  ex- 
amine a  sail  spring,  evidently  indicating  a  sdl 
mine  al  no  great  distance.  From  ihe  fifth  to  Ihe 
sixth  mile  a  grassy  ridge  or  "  pajonal "  rises  up  to 
,'fflraut  4,000  (eel,  in  extenl  probably  about  500 
.■acres— a  good  point  from  which  to  view  the  sur- 
-rounding  forest— while  cm  the  south  side  of  the 
■river  there  are  numerous  patches  of  similar  grassy 
■  land.  Heyond  Ibis  there  is  a  vast  unbroken  tract 
-of 'the  richest  forest,  from  which  occasional  rivulets 
Hall  into  Ihe  Perene. 

The  largest  tributaries  received  by  the  Peiene 
come  from  the  south  side.  The  "  Pichana,"  about 
16  miles  from  our  starting  point,  is  a  permanent 
stream  of  considerable  volume,  sulhcienl  as  a  motive 
power  for  any  ordinary  purpose  for  which  it  may 
be  required,  while  about  20  miles  farther  down,  the 
"  IpuUi,"  about  equal  to  the  Tweed  111  volume, 
adds  palpably  to  the  depth  and  force  of  the  Perene. 
From  the  1 5 tk  lo  the  20th  mile  there  is  a  large 
tract  of  Hat  alluvial  land  on  the  north  side  of  the 
liver,  probably  extending  to  1,500  or  2,000  acres, 
admirably  adapted  for  rice  culture,  fur  sugar  cane, 
cocoa,  or  for  nurseries  of  coffee  and  cacao  ;  and 
when  plaining  is  decided  upon  this  will  probably 
form  the  first  scene  of  operations.  From  this  noinl 
onwards  to  "the  Cascades"  the  current  of  the 
river  averages  about  four  miles  per  hour.  On 
either  side  the  forest  increases  in  density  and  con- 
tinues equally  fit  to  produce  inexhaustible  supplies 
ol  cocoa,  coffee  cane/a  and  rubber,  Many  of  the 
gum  trees  such  as  Acacia  Atabica—\\\<z  product  of 
which  is  becoming  so  scarce— would  also  find  here 
a  congenial  home.  Our  balsas  f rafts;  now  began 
to  glide  more  rapidly  onwards;  indeed  we  came 
upon  the  Cascades— more  properly  rapids— rather 
unexpectedly,  and  had  suddenly  to  call  a  halt, 
which  we  effected  with  some  difficulty.  None  of 
our  so-called  guides  having  ever  been  here  before, 
they  were  as  much  taken  by  surprise  as  ourselves. 
Our  aneroids  registered  1,050  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  the  distance  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Efieno,  from  which  we  started,  we  estimated  lo  be 
about  40  miles.  All  around  these  rapids  we  found 
the  soil  and  forest  to  partake  much  of  the  same 
characteristics  as  for  the  last  leu  miles,  only  that 
now  both  sides  of  the  river  seemed  to  be  equally 
good. 

Perhaps  the  one  great  advantage  possessed  by 
this  land  in  the  Perene  valley  is  the  fact  that  it 
lies  within  reasonable  distance  of  either  outlet. 
C han cbam a yo,  Vitoc,  or  Huanacayo,  may  be  con- 
veniently situated  for  the  Oroya  railway,  but  in  the 


case  of  a  temporary  breakdown  would  be  compara- 
tively helpless.  Land  nearer  10  the  Ucnyali,  on 
the  other  hand,  would  not  for  many  years  to  come 
participate  in  ihe  undoubted  advantages  of  railway 
communicalion  and  if  planting  is  to  lie  done  on  a 
large  scale— as,  if  done  at  all,  it  ought  to  be— the 
question  of  a  double  outlet  ought  to  be  seriously 
weighed.  Hitherto  'bis,  the  greatest  reserve  in 
the  world,  has  been  merely  sending  samples  of  its 
indigenous  products.  Ii  is  now  hluh  lime  ihat 
plaining  enterprise  should  he  undertaken  methodi- 
cally, and  on  purely  commercial  principles." 


Legislative  Notes 


JUNK  11,— The  committees  on  the  constitution 
and  legislation  reporteil  a  substitute  bill  for  those 
Introduced  by  Senators  Virgilio  Damasio  and  Amaro 
Cavalcanti  regulating  the .  declaration  of  martial 
law.  Chamber  of  Deputies,— A  petition  of  the  S, 
Paulo  Railway  Co.,  asking  for  permission  to  build 
another  track  or  a  narrow  guage  line  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  public  works.  Deputy  Caetano 
dc  Albuquerque  called  attention  to  affairs  in  Matto 
Grosso,  and  moved  that  the  President  of  the  repub- 
lic be  asked  to  furnish  information  011  the  subject 
and  to  adopt  measures  for  putting  an  end  to  the 
atrocities  committed  in  that  state.  He  had  thought, 
he  said,  that  the  republic  would  he  a  government 
of  peace  and  harmony  j  but  unfortunately  this  has 
not  been  the  case.  In  Matto  Grosso  outrages  are 
daily  committed  that  are  not  only  incompatible  with 
the  fraternity  that  was  promised,  but  even  with  the 
ordinary  instincts  or  humanity.  Deputy  Bellarmino 
de  Mendonca  introduced  a  bill,  signed  by  himself 
and  others,  grisning  amnesty  to  all  who  look  part 
in  the  armed  movements  in  Ceara  on  Feb.  16  and 
17.  He  also  moved  to  inquire  whether  the  national 
guard  has  been  called  out  and,  if  so,  for  what 
reason.  There  was  read  a  petition  from  a  working- 
men's  organization  memorializing  Congress  on  the 
loss  and  annoyance  caused  to  the  laboring  classes 
by  obligatory  service  in  the  national  guard. 

June  13,—  Senate.—-  Senator  Rangel  Pestana 
spoke  against  the  bill  granting  the  assistant  in- 
spector of  customs,  Hasselman,  the  honors  of  the 
post  of  captain  in  the  navy,  and  Senator  Virgilio 
Damasio  spoke  in  its  favor.  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
—A  message  was  received  from  the  President  ask- 
ing for  an  extraordinary  appropriation  of  618,575$. 
515  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  police  barracks. 
There  was  also  received  a  message  from  the  Presi- 
dent remitting  the  decree  on  consular  invoices  for 
Congress  to  take  action  thereon.  Deputy  Epitacio 
Pcssoa  spoke  in  regard  to  the  student  Rodrigues 
Fortes,  belonging  to  the  liatalhao  Academico,  who 
was  left  a  prisoner  at  Para.  Deputy  Franca  Car- 
valho,  in  defending  the  retirement  of  the  inspector 
of  colonization  by  the  minister  of  agriculture,  said 
that  theie  is  such  confusion  in  the  colonization 
accounts  that  it  is  impossible  to  learn  how  much 
was  expended  in  1S91,  Deputies  Felisbello  Freire 
and  Espirito  Santo  spoke  on  the  motion  of  Deputy 
Augusto  de  Freitas  in  regard  to  the  political 
prisoners. 

Tune  14.— Senate,—  The  president  appointed  a 
special  committee  composed  ol  Senators  Amaro 
Cavalcanti,  Rangel  Pestana,  Elyseu  Martins, 
Joaquim  Murtinho  and  Coelho  Campos  to  report 
on  the  proposal  of  Dr.  Oscar  Nerval  de  Goitvea 
and  Carlos  de  Castro  Pacheco  for  establishing  a 
lank  of  issue  on  a  territorial  basis.  Senator  Aqut- 
lino  do  Amaral  said  that  lie  docs  not  comprehend 
the  policy  of  the  government  in  regard  to  Matto 
Grosso.  The  people  of  the  other  states  were  per- 
"tted  and  even  instigated  to  overthrow  their  un- 
popular governments;  but  this  right  has  been 
demed  to  the  state  of  Mr. to  Grosso,  whose  govern- 
ment is  now  in  the  bands  of  persons  whom  Gen. 
Floriano  Peixoto  well  knows  to  be  murderers, 
poisoners  nnd  bandits.  He  moved  to  inquire 
whether  the  government  has  received  official  ill- 
ation of  the  termination  of  the  war  in  that 
,  and  whether  it  has  talen  steps  to  put  a  siop 
to  the  acts  of  vengeance  committed  by  the  eon- 
pierors  against  the  conquered  and  their  families. 
I'he  bill  granting  At  olpbo  Hasselman  the  honors 
of  captain  in  the  navy  >as  passed  in  final  discus- 
sion. Chamber  of  Deputies.  -Deputy  Luiz  Marat 
read  letters  bom  briMied  political  prisoners  in 
regard  to  the  insalubrious  climate  of  the  locality  to 
which  they  have  been  sent,  and  the  sufferings 
which  they  are  undergoing. 

Tune  15.— Senate.  —  Senator  Rangel  Pestana 
defended  the  policy  of  the  government  in  regard  to 
the  stale  of  Matto  Grosso.  \s  lo  the  atrocities 
committed  by  the  victors  in  that  state,  such  acts, 
while  lamentable,  are,  he  said,  nrtural  in  civil  war. 
President  Floriano  Peixoto,  he  thinks,  wishes  ',0 
respect  the  laws  of  the  country,  mid  he  should  be 
kept  in  office  until  its  institutions  can  be  consoli- 
dated and  a  free  presidential  election  held.  Senator 
Campos  Salles  spoke  on  the  bill  for  regulating 
martial  law.  Chamber  of  Deputies.— Deputy  An- 
tonio Azevedo  spoke  on  affairs  in  Matto  Grosso. 
He  said  that  exaggerated  reports  have  been  crcu- 
lated  iu  regard  Co  atrocities  committed  by  the  vic- 
tors in  that  stale.  It  is  true  that  Lieut.  Mamede 
was  lynched  after  he  had  surrendered,  but  that  was 
because  this  officer  had  exasperated  the  people  by 
his  cruel  and  barbarous  conduct.  When  Deputy 
Fonseca  Hermes  was  speaking  on  the  subject  of 
the  political  prisoners  a  stormy  scene  occurred. 
Violent  epithets  were  freely  exchanged .  One 
deputy  accused  another  of  crawling  at  the  feet  of 
Gen.  Deodoro,  As  the  president  was  unable  to 
restore  order,  he  suspended  the  sitting.  Shortly 
after  the  house  was  reopened,  it  adjourned, 
JUNE  16.— Neither  house  had  a  quorum, 
JUNE  17.—  Senate.—  Senator  Amaro  Cavalcanti, 
chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  call  on  the 
papal  internuncio,  gave  an  account  of  the  visit. 
Senator  Joaquim  Murtinho,  speaking  on  the  affairs 
of  Matto  Grosso,  denied  that  Gen.  Ewbank  had 
been  appointed  governor  of  that  state.  _  He  was 
merely  appointed  commander  of  the  military  dis- 
trict. Neither  had  the  government  interfered  in 
the  affairs  of  the  state.  The  revolution,  said  the 
speaker,  had  been  suppressed,  not  by  the  govern- 
ment, which  had  not  been  able  to  send  a  single 
soldier  to  the  state,  but  by  the  people,  who  had 
fought  and  conquered  the  insubordinate  soldiery. 
The  very  officers  who  deposed  Gov.  Murtinho  on 
the  ground  that  he  was  a  partisan  of  Gen.  Deodoro, 


had  previously  sent  telegrams  to  the  general 
approving  of  the  coup  d'ttat.  The  speaker  regretted 
the  death  of  Lieut.  Mamede,  but  that  officer,  he 
said,  had  brought  this  fate  on  himself  bv  the  cruel- 

ties  which  he  had  committed,  As  to  the  question 
of  accepting  the  coup  d'Htat,  everybody  bad  accented 
it,  including  Gen.  Floriano  Peixoto  himself,  The 
speaker  denied  that  Col,  Ponce  had  poisoned  his 
father-in-law  ;  in  fact,  the  colonel  never  had  a 
father-in-law.  He  also  denied  that  the  colonel  had 
made  a  fortune  out  of  the  Paraguayan  war ;  when 
that  war  ended,  Ponce  was  only  16  years  old  and 
was  clerk  in  a  business  house.  Senator  Joaquim 
Catunda,  speaking  on  the  bill  for  regulating  the 
declaration  of  martial  law,  regretted  that  original 
republicans  are  betraying  the  principles  for  which 
they  had  contended  and  are  seeking  to  clothe  the 
President  of  the  republic  with  despotic  powers, 
(.'hamber  of  Deputies. — The  budget  committee  in- 
troduced a  bill  for  altering  the  present  system  of 
organizing  the  budget.  This  bill  divides  the 
expenditure  into  two  parts  :  the  permanent  and  the 
variable.  The  committee  on  finance  reported  a  bill 
authorizing  the  government  to  issue  bonds  of  from 
200$  to  1,000$  each,  to  the  total  amount  of 
100,000,000$  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  trade  and 
industry.  These  bonds  will  bear  $%  interest  and 
will  be  redeemable  in  20  years.  The  product  of 
the  sale  of  these  bonds  will  be  lent  to  industrial 
enterprises,  already  organized,  whose  situation  is 
proved  to  be  precarious,  These  establishments 
will  pay  8%  interest,  and  the  loan  will  be  secured 
by  a  mortgage  on  their  property  or  by  a  deposit  of 
mortgage  or  state  bonds .  Deputy  Paula  Guimaraes 
made  a  speech  declining  to  be  re-elected  3rd  secre- 
tary of  the  Chamber,  because  he  is  unable  to 
approve  of  the  policy  of  the  government.  He 
thinks  that  the  country  will  never  enjoy  peace  and 
quiet  so  long  as  the  government  continues  to  abuse 
its  authority  and  political  parties  strive  to  obtain 
office  by  means  of  plots  and  pronunciainentos. 
Deputy  Cesario  Motta  made  a  conciliatory  speech 
culling  on  republicans  to  unite  in  defence  of  the 
republic,  which  is  threatened  with  reactionary 
plots,  To  save  the  republic,  he  said,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  rally  around  the  ['resident.  Deputy  Fon- 
seca Hermes  concluded  his  speech,  which  had  been 
interrupted  on  the  15th.  He  said  that,  if  the 
declaration  of  martial  law  appertains  normally 
to  Congress  and  the  latter  has  the  right  to 
approve  or  disapprove  of  the  action  of  the  executive, 
he  could  not  understand  why  it  cannot  order  the 
release  or  trial  of  the  political  prisoners. '  Summing 
up  the  acts  of  the  present  government,  he  said  that 
it  is  characterized  by  three  words — treason,  blood 
and  tyranny.  Deputy  Garcia  Pires  opposed  the 
motion  of  Deputy  Augusto  de  Freitas  on  technical 
grounds.  That  motion  asks  the  President  to  put 
an  end  to  his  exceptional  measures  and  to  bring  the 
prisoners  to  trial.  The  President  no  longer  has 
anything  to  do  with  the  matter,  which  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  Congress.  Consequently  the  only  proper 
thing  to  do  is  to  await  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  documents  laid  before  it.  Deputy  Sampaio 
Ferraa  presented  a  petition  of  37  custom-house 
ufiicers  asking  for  an  increase  of  50%  in  their  p^y. 
Deputy  Cesario  Motta  introduced  a  bill  offering  a 
premium  of  100,000$  for  the  discovery  of  a  cure  for 
leprosy. 


RIVER    PLATE    ITEMS. 

— An  Italian  hospital  was  formerly  inaugurated 
in  Montevideo  on  June  5th. 

—Robberies  of  ships  in  the  port  of  Rosario  are 
said  to  be  of  frequent  occurrence. 

— The  enrolment  of  national  guards  in  the  city 
of  Buenos  Aires  numbers  about  26,000  men. 

—The  Uruguayan  finance  minister,  Dr.  Ramirez, 
lias  succeeded  in  getting  the  President  to  accept 
his  resignation. 

—The  paper  money  men  in  Uruguay  have  begun 

agitate  in  favor  of  new  issues  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  situation. 

— A  telegram  says  there  were  34  deaths  from 
influenza  in  Buenos  Aires  on  the  17th  and  that 
there  are  30,000  cases  in  the  city. 

— Although  impoverished  and  practically  bank- 
rupt the  Uruguayan  Congress  has  voted  $600^  to 
enable  a  man  to  carry  on  experiments  with  a  Hying 
machine . 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  iSth  says  that  a 
report  is  current  to  the  effect  that  the  government 
will  order  the  coinage  of  $2,000,000  in  silver  to  be 
put  into  circulation  at  once. 

—In  Rosario  it  requires  a  municipal  license 
before  a  merchant  can  hang  out  a  signboard.  The 
amount  of  liberty  which  the  Argentine  citizen 
enjoys  is  simply  oppressive. 

—The  director  of  La  Raton,  of  Rosario,  sent  up 
some  rockets  on  June  1st,  to  advise  the  public  of 
bulletins  issued  from  the  office  of  that  paper.  He 
was  promptly  arrested,  and  had  to  pay  a  tine. 

— The  Uruguay  News  of  the  5th  says  that  the 
British  corvette  Struts,  which  recently  arrived  at 
Montevideo  to  take  the  place  of  the  Cleopatra,  will 
soon  go  to  Rio  and  then  up  the  coast  as  far  as 
Para. 

— The  schoolmasters  in  the  province  of  Santa  Fe 
have  recently  been  paid  up  to  August,  1 891,  and 
they  were  glad  to  get  even  that.  Ten  months 
arrears  on  the  salaries  of  teachers  is  not  a  particu- 
larly good  record,  especially  where  so  much  cash 
is  found  for  executive  salaries,  parasites  and  jobs. 

—Two  youths  desiring  to  settle  some  personal 
dispute  between  themselves  repaired  on  Wednesday 
eveniug  to  the  Cafe  Sail  Martin,  where  both  drew 
revolvers,  with  the  result  that  one  lies  in  gaol 
accused  of  causing  the  death  of  the  other  wdio  was 
shot  in  the  chest,—  Argentine  News,  Rosario, 
June  4th. 

— The  President  of  Uruguay,  it  is  stated,  will 
soon  issue  a  message  calling  upon  the  people  to 
exercise  the  severest  economy  in  view  of  the  finan- 
cial crisis  in  that  cottntry.  He  denies  the  reports 
that  more  paper  money  will  be  issued,  and  says 
that  the  obligations  of  the  nation  will  be  faithfully 


—The  Standard  seems  to  have  stirred  up  a 
hornet's  nest  in  Buenos  Aires  by  its  uncompliinen- 
tary  references  to  the  mother  country  as  "the  old 
milch  cow  "  and  to  Europe  in  general  as  "  enfeebled 
and  anaemic."  Some  of  its  readers  actually  pro- 
pose to  "  boycott  "  the  paper  for  such  discourteous 
remarks. 

—Obtaining  money  by  means  of  threats  is  now 
quite  common  in  aristocratic  and  fashionable  circles. 
A  ruffian  threatens  a  lady  with  every  class  of 
public  exposure  including  of  course  the  retailing  of 
all  the  secrets  she  may  wish  kept  quiet,  unless  he 
receives  a  sum  varying  from  $10  to  $100.  The 
lady  stumps  up  sooner  than  have  her  name  bandied 
about  for  the  amusement  of  gossin-inongers,  how- 
ever innocent  she  may  ha.— Argentine  Neivs, 
Rosario. 


Provincial  Notes 


.  ,.e  camp  of  instruction  at  Saycan,  Rio  Grande, 
has  been  dissolved. 

—The  British  corvette  Cleopatra  left  Bahia  for 
St.  Vincent  on  the  iSth, 

— The  Sao  Paulo  deputies  have  voted  the  new 
sanitary  project  in  3rd  discussion. 

—Epidemics  of  dysentery  are  reported  from 
various  points  in  the  northern  states. 

—A  Bahia  telegram  of  the  iSth  says  that  the 
deaths  from  yellow  fever  are  increasing  in  that 
city. 

—Another  duel  between  Italian  journalists  is 
reported  from  Sao  Paulo.  And  yet  the  race  never 
grows  less! 

—The  Bahia  li^islatu-e  is  discussing  the  Chinese 
labor  question,  and  the  debate  is  arousing  great 
popular  interest. 

— Capt.  Coriolano  de  Carvalho  e  Silva  was  elected 
governor  of  Piauby  by  the  state  legislature  on  the 
13d;  inst.  and  inaugurated  oil  the  following  day. 

—An  Aracajii  telegram  of  the  15th  inst.  says  that 
the  steamer  Principe  do  Gmo  Para,  of  the  old 
B-diiana  company,  had  struck  on  the  Penedo  bar, 
and  is  considered  a  total  loss. 

—The  governor  of  Pernambuco  has  postponed 
to  September  20th  the  elections  for  filling  vacancies 
in  the  federal  congress.  This  is  the  third  time 
these  elections  have  been  postponed. 

■A  fire  broke  out  in  the  Norwegian  bark  Diets 
An-ndil\tti\\c  port  of  Santos  on  the  17th.  She 
was  loaded  with  coal.  At  latest  advices  evcy 
effort  to  extinguish  the  fire  had  failed. 

—The  Santa  Catharina  legislature  was  formally 
opened  on  the  14th.  After  electing  its  officers  it 
voted  a  motion  of  confidence  in  President  l  lonano 
Peixoto  and  elected  Lieut.  Machado  provisional 
governor  of  the  state. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  police  authorities  a-e  now  de- 
v.vin<*  all  their  energies  to  the  suppression  of  the 
eaftcn.  On  the  181I1  the  a-rests  reached  a  total  ot 
64.  It  is  much  safer  than  the  detection  and  arrest 
of  the  footpads  who  infest  that  city. 

—It  would  appear  that  the  people  in  Sao  Paulo 
are  at  last  taking  some  interest  in  the  sanitary  im- 
p.-ovement  of  Santos.  It  is  time,  surely,  and  we 
trust  that  there  will  be  no  abatement  in  the  agita- 
tion until  something  effective  is  done, 

—Municipal  elections  were  held  in  the  sate  of 
Flo  de  Janeiro  on  the  16th  inst.  These  elections 
appear  to  have  been  free  from  official  pressu  e,  and 
in  jome  localities  opposit'on  candidate*  were 
elected.  An  unusually  large  number  of  voters  went 
to  the  polls. 

—It  appears  that  Dr.  Ubaldino  do  Amaral  has 
been  elected  in  the  slate  of  Parana  to  succeed  him- 
self in  the  national  Senate.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  why  these  men  resign .  Elections  aie  not 
picnics,  and  in  unsettled  times  as  now  they  are 
not  without  danger. 

—The  official  count  of  the  recent  gubernatorial 
election  in  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo  shows  that  Dr. 
Bernardino  tic  Campos  received  31,120  votes,  Dr. 
Ezequlel  Ramos  20,  and  others  a  still  smaller 
number  each.  Evidently  two  parties  cannot  exist 
in  the  Brazilian  republic. 

—The  Espirito  Santo  legislature  passed  ou  the 
18th  a  bill  authorizing  loans  for  Ihe  railway  re- 
cently decreed  by  the  governor  (who  gave  us  the 
impression  that  he  intended  to  build  it  from  revenues 
instead  of  loans),  and  another  granting  a  subsidy 
of  12,000$  for  river  navigation. 

—In  Bahia  on  the  night  of  the  16th,  there  was  a 
serious  fight  between  policemen  and  a  band  of  dis- 
orderly persons  who  had  intrenched  themselves  in 
a  house.  The  latter  at  first  repulsed  the  police, 
w'io  afterwards  returned  in  larger  force  and  cap- 
in.red  19  of  the  rioters.  One  policeman  was  killed 
and  several  wounded,  and  some  of  the  rioters  were 
also  wounded. 

—We  hear  that  He.-  Majesty's  consul  at  Bahia, 
Mr.  E.  Nicolini,  gave  a  very  enjoyable  little  dinner 
at  Bahia  on  the  Queen's  birthday  last  month. 
These  little  courtes;es  not  only  serve  to  strengthen 
the  friendly  relations  between  a  consul  and  his 
fellow-countrymen,  but  they  go  far  to  keep  alive 
the  feeling  of  love  aid  devotion  for  the  old  country. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  social  opportunities 
do  not  occur  elsewhere  and  ofteuer. 

— The  action  of  the  governor  of  Pernambuco  in 
postponing  the  congressional  elections  to  Septem- 
ber 20th,  has  aroused  much  adverse  criticism  on 
the  part  of  the  "historical  republicans."  On  the 
18th  a  vote  of  "  want  of  confidence  "  was  passed 
in  the  senate,  after  a  bitter  denunciation  by  Martins 
Junior,  with  but  one  opposing  vote.  Great  excite- 
ment prevailed  in  the  city.  This  same  governor 
was  welcomed  with  acclamations  ol  delight,  fire- 
works and  brass  bands  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  and 
is  probably  now  reflecting  on  the  surprising 
changeableness  of  political  favor  in  republics.

Railroad    Notes 


— The  minister  of  agriculture  hns  nvithorizecl  ex- 
periments  with  the  Saudrin  brakes  011  the  Central 
railway. 

—The  legislature  of  Minns  Geraes  lias  repealed 
the  law  authorizing  the  president  of  that  state  to 
guarantee  6%  interest  on  50,000,000$  to  he  em- 
ployed in  building  railways. 

—A  jury  in  Ubernba  has  for  the  second  lime 
acquitted  Augnsto  Silvn,  formerly  station-master 
there,  from  an  accusation  of  having  approprinted 
27,2031477  ol  the  Mogyanti  company's  funds.  The 
jury  was  influenced  by  recitals  of  the  prisoner's 
previous  good  conduct  mid  efficiency.  In  future 
it  may  be  necessary  lor  companies  to  employ  bad 
characters  if  they  wish  to  have  tliem  held  responsi- 
ble for  criminal  acts, 

—The  president  of  S.  Paulo  has  signed  the  bill 
for  building  a  railway  from  the  port  Of  S.  Sebastian 
to  the  boundary  ol  Minns  Gern.es.  Tlic  law  pro- 
vides  for  guaranteeing  interest  at  the  rate  of  6% 
per  annum  on  the  capital  invested  in  the  road,  not 
exceeding  30,000$  per  kiUmeier.  It  also  grants 
other  favors,  including  exemption  from  taxation 
and  a  subsidy  of  20,000$  per  kilometer,  fur  I  lie  line 
between  S,  .Sebastian  and  the  lop  of  the  coast  range 
of  mountains,  The  government  will  expend 
60,000$  in  surveys  and,  when  these  are  completed, 
will  call  for  tenders  for  building  the  road.

— The  Corpus  Christi  procession  on  the  16th 
drew  a  very  small  number  of  spectators,  compared 
with  other  years. 

—The  Brazilian  government  has  given  notice  of 
its  withdrawal  from  the  sanitary  convention  with 
the  Platine  republics. 

—Why  should  gold  be  worth  306%  j„  Buenos 
Aires  and  only  about  270%'  in  Rio?  Perhaps 
Quimino  will  let  us  know? 

—The  Jornal says  that  Vice-President  FWiano 
is  urging  forward  1  he  proposed  police  reorganization 
in  this  city.     There  is  certainly  need  of  it. 

—Conde  Sebasliao  Pinho  failed  to  obtain  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  lor  which  be  had  applied. 
He  has  now  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

— President  Papiisla  of  Bolivia  announces  bis 
purpose  to  build  railways  and  confer  other  inestim- 
able blessings  on  his  country—  just  to  keep  it  quiet. 

— Corpus  Christi  was  a  decidedly  nervous  day, 
and  it  was  a  mercy  that  there  was  no  business 
doing.  There  were  all  sorts  of  peculiar  rumors 
afloat. 

—New  York  telegrams  of  the  15th  announce 
another  battle  in  Venezuela,  in  which  the  revolu- 
tionists were  victorious.  It  is  reported  that 
Dictator  Palacios  lias  fled. 

— It  is  announced  that  Gen.  Jose  Simeao,  chief 
of  the  Chicago  Commission,  will  leave  for  Europe 
on  the  Pacific  steamer  Britannia  on  ihe  2yd,  en 
toule  for  the-United  Stales. 

— The  ex-director  of  the  house  of  correction, 
Belarmino  Braziliense  Pessoa  de  Mello,  who  was 
turned  out  of  his  place  by  Ihe  Fonseca  family,  has 
been  placed  011  the  retired  list. 

— According  to  advices  from  Montevideo  no  fur- 
ther vestiges  of  the  Solitudes  have  appeared.  It  is 
now  believed  that  the  Russian  vessel  with  rescued 
Brazilian  sailors  on  board,  is  a  myth. 

—A  Valparaiso  telegram  of  the  181I1  reports  a 
destructive  fire  in  that  city  on  the  Delicias  avenue, 
which  occasioned  a  loss  ol  about  $700,000.  The 
Salvador  asylum  was  completely  destroyed. 

— According  10  a  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the 
17th,  the  Brazilian  squadron  sent  to  suppress  the 
Mall o  G rosso  revolution)  composed  of  the  tiahta, 
Carieca  and  Itacolomy,  had  arrived  at  Asuncion, 
Paraguay. 

— The  government  is  sedulously  engaged  in 
appointing  officers  for  the  national  guard.  "Nearly 
every  day  the  Dtario  Official  publishes  a  long  list 
of  officers  appointed.  It  reminds  us  of  the  palmy 
days  of  the  monarchy. 

— The  marine  arsenal  laborors  have  appealed  to 
the  Jornal  do  Commercio  against  the  orders  of  the 
major  of  the  71I1  hallalion  of  national  guards  that 
they  shall  report  for  drill.  They  stale  that  they 
are  exempt  from  this  service. 

— A  Caracas  telegram  of  the  iStli  announces 
the  resignation  of  President  Raimundo  Anduezo 
Palacios,  The  successes  of  the  revolutionists  have 
convinced  him  that  it  has  always  been  his  desire  to 
sacrifice  himself  for  his  country's  welfare. , 


—Ecuador  has  just  elecled  I),  Lull  Cordero  to 
the  presidency.  If  «  revolution  does  not  follow, 
then  we  shall  be  agreeably  surprised. 

—The  Combate  says  Itint  on  the  131I1  inst.  Col. 
Bnptiala,  commander  of  the  Niclheroy  police  regi- 
ment, called  at  Itamaiaty  palace  and  informed  Ihe 
President  Ibnt  sonic  of  the  officers  of  his  regiment 
had  plotted  to  depose  him  from  Ins  command. 

—The  Oiario  OJteialoflhc  17th  inst,  denies  the 
report  that  Minister  AmlncfeFnrU  had  tendered 
his  resignation,  but  hail  consented  to  withdraw  it 
on  the  government's  agreeing  to  interfere  on  he- 
half  of  his  political  Interests  in  the  stale  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul. 

—At  11.30  p.m,  on  the  131b  inst.  two  men  were 
attacked  on  Una  das  Laraugeiras  by  a  band  of 
footpads  who  demanded  their  money.  They  re- 
sisted  and  succeeded  in  arresting  two  of  the  robbers, 
one  of  whom  proved  to  Im  a  man  that  bad  been 
expelled  from  the  police  brigade. 

—A  Lima  telegram  of  the  151I1  announces  the 
Inauguration  of  Ihe  new  hospital  edifice  in  that  city 
which  was  constructed  for  the  Italian  hospital.  We 
recommend  this  item  of  information  to  the  attention 
of  the  Misericordia  authorities,  who  are  apparently 
opposed  to  hospitals  for  foreigners  in  this  capital. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  181I1  says  that 
according  to  dispatches  from  Asuncion,  Admiral 
Firmino  Chnves  had  resolved  to  leave  that  place  for 
Matto  Chosso  on  the  20lb.  In  all  probability  we 
shall  soon  be  hearing  war  news  from  that  part  of 
the  world;  that  is,  if  the  telegrams  are  not  fiscalized. 

—  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the  commanding 
general  <>f  ihe  national  guard  has  laketi  steps  to 
prevent  disorders  on  ihe  part  of  his  soldiers.  As 
the  civil  laws  of  the  country  are  inoperative  in  such 
cases,  it  is  highly  satisfactory  to  see  that  measures 
are  to  be  laken  to  restrain  the  men  under  his 
command. 

—On  the  13th  inst.,  between  llie  navy  yard  and 
the  Ilha  das  Cobras,  an  accident  occurred  to  a 
boat  containing  two  boatmen,  a  hydrophobia  patient 
ami  his  nurse,  the  latter  and  one  of  the  boatmen 
falling  into  ihe  bay  an, I  being  drowned.  It  is 
slateu  that  Ihe  accident  was  caused  by  n  struggle 
between  the  boatman  and  nurse,  who,  it  is  said, 
was  intoxicated. 

—When  the  political  prisoner  Gen.  Antonio 
Maria  Coelho  was  arrested  in  April  he  was  quite 
ill.

—An  attempted  murder  and  suicide  at  67  Rua  da 
Imperatriz  on  Ihe  iSlll  was  Ihe  result  of  jealousy. 
A  Spaniard  named  Montserrale  stabbed  bis  mis- 
tress because  she  had  left  him,  and  then  tried  lo 
kill  himself.  Both  were  badly  injured;  the  man  has 
since  died  ami  the  |girl  is  in  a  critical  slate.  We 
seem  to  be  steadily  drifting  into  lire  state  of  affairs 
which  distinguishes  the  cities  of  the  River  Plate. 

— Quite  a  sensation  has  been  caused  by  the  re- 
fusal ol  the  bishop  lo  comply  with  the  request  ol 
Ihe  irrepressible  Col.  Malvino  and  oilier  officers  ol 
the  national  guard  lo  bless  one  of  their  banners. 
The  bishop  says  that  the  present  flag  of  the  country 
is  merely  the  banner  ol  a  seel.  Pope  Lemos,  how- 
ever,  asseris  that  the  only  thing  about  the  flag  ihat 
is  positivist  is  the  motto  "Order  and  Progress." 

—On  the  ifjtli  the  local  press  announced  thai  Ihe 
representative,  or  agent,  of  the  Empreza  de  Ohras 
1'ublicas  at  Santos  had  committed  suicide,  because 
of  a  small  deficiency  in  ihe  accounts.  The  man 
was  entirely  loo  sensitive;  when  the  higher  repre- 
sentatives of  this  same  Empreza  have  brought  upon 
Rio  a  condition  of  affairs  that  may  end  in  bank- 
ruptcy, a  slight  defalcation  is  venial. 

— Il  is  a  lamentable  fact  Ihat  the  men  who  have 
been  and  are  now  enlrusled  with  the  duty  of  pre- 
serving order  and  protecting  property  in  this  city, 
are  the  ones  from  whom  we  have  the  most  lo  fear. 
In  a  majority  ol  cases  the  murders,  assaults,  rob- 
beries and  disturbances  occurring  are  due  lo  the 
military  or  police.  In  view  of  this  is  it  not  time 
for  a  thorough  reform  in  the  police  force,  and  for 
Ihe  removal  of  ihe  military  forces  lo  camos  outside 
oftbecily?  ' 

— Sr.  Diogo  Duarle  Sdva,  who,  as  manager  of 
the  Bank  of  Brazil  for  many  years,  was  well  known 
and  highly  esteemed  by  the  business  communily  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  died  on  the  morning  of  the  iSlh 
inst.  at  the  advanced  age  of  73  years.  As  a  proof 
ol  consideration  for  Ihe  late  banker,  on  the  iSth  ihe 
brokers  held  no  bolsa,  the  banks  half-closed  their 
doors,  and  many  business  houses  did  the  same. 
Although  not,  perhaps,  irreparable,  the  dealh  of 
Sr.  Diogo  will  he  a  serious  loss  to  the  Bank  of 
Brazil. 

— Tiie  petition  to  Congress  by  workingmen 
against  obligatory  service  in  ihe  national  guard 
represents  but  one  phase  of  the  evil.  The  working- 
men  complain  that  they  are  compelled  lo  suffer  loss 
and  annoyance  through  this  service,  which  is  quite 
true.  In  addition  to  this,  the  employers  also  suffer 
quite  as  much,  lor  (heir  employe's  are  laken  away, 
as  in  April  last,  without  a  moment's  nolice,  and  lor 
any  length  of  lime.  We  had  an  experience  of  this, 
and  it  was  sufficiently  annoying  to  occasion  the 
resolve  not  to  employ  henceforth  any  member  of 
the  national  guard  in  any  responsible  service. 


—  The  frovedor  of  the  Santa  Cnsa  tin  Miseri- 
covdta  has  addressed  a  representation  to  the  minister 
of  interior  against  the  establishment  of  a,  limiultnl 
on  ihe  hilt  overlooking  Una  da  Pnssagem  by  English 
anil  American  reitidenis  of  this  city,  alleging  thai  it 
will  prejudice  Ihe  healthfulness  ol  various  public 
■ml  charitable  institutions  in  that  vicinity.  The 
minister  has  referred  lire  papers  lo  the  inspector- 
general  ol  hygiene.  As  the  license  to  establish  a 
hospmil  on  tins  site  was  given  because  of  its  com- 
p  eta  isolation,  it  is  difficult  lo  see  how  the  reasons 
given  for  ibis  representation  can  be  seriously  con- 
sidered.  Il  this  property  is  unsuitable,  then  there 
is  not  a  site  in  Rio  do  Janeiro  on  which  a  hospital 
can  lie  built, 

—Deputy  Aristides  I.obo  writes  to  the  Diario 
Fapitfor  of  S.  Paulo  that  he  is  filled  with  the  most 
gloomy  forebodings.  He  |,as  been  informed,  be 
*ays,  by  good  authority,  thai,  if  the  banished 
polillcnl  prisoners  are  amnestied  llrcy  will  return, 
not :  in  Ihe  humble  and  repentant  mood  in  which 
Aristides  would  like  10  see  them,  but  overflowing 
Willi  implacable  rancor,  gall  ami  billerness.  Aris- 
tides  thinks  that  before  ihese  dangerous  men  leach 
here,  Congress  should  place  the  frail  and  delicate 
Inslltulions  of  ihe  country  under  shelter,  and 
""thing  in  his  opinion  will  accomplish  ihis  heller 
than  ll,e  passing  ofa  good  bill  for  increasing  the 
elheieney  ,»l  martial  law.  Why  lint  enact  that 
Anslides  shall  take  the  country  imder  lus  sheller 
Ingwing? 

-It  would  be  interesliug  to  know  if  ihe  Miseri- 
cordia  authorises  have  obeyed  ihe  orders  of  the 
government  to  conned  their  drainage  wiih  tin' 
general  sewerage  system  i.f  ihe  civ.  All  th, 
drainnge  of  this  grenl  hospital,  inhabited  by  at 
W.l  1,500  people  on  mi  average,  has  been  dis- 
clKuged  into  the  hay  alongside  ol  the  war  arsenal 
Which  .salso  a  populous  place  and  has  a  boys'  nidi- 
ta.yt raining  school.  This  disposition  ot  so  much 
hospital  sewage  has  long  been  considered  extreme]  v 
dangerous  to  the  health  of  ihe  neighborhood  but 
every  effort  and  every  order  for  its  correction  have 
proved  unavailing.  Now  thai  the  Misericordia 
authorities  have  become  solicitous  lor  the  health  ol 
lie  city,  it  would  be  pleasing  news  to  hear  ihat 
tliey  have  begun  the  good  work  at  home. 

—One  of  the  most  noisome  ami  dangerous  estab. 
lishinents  in  Ihe  suburb  of  Boinfogo  Is  the  wash- 
house  of  the  Misericordia  hospilal,  where  an  enor- 
mous quantity  of  soiled  clothes  is  cleansed  by  the 
rudest  ol  methods.  According  to  Ihe  iheory  held 
by  llie  rrovedor»f  that  institution,  it  is  a  pciil  to  a 
number  ol  public  and  charilable  inslitulions,  The 
military  school  is  only  a  half  mile  distant,  while  ihe 
lunatic  asylum,  Ihe  S.  [oiio  llaptistn  hospilal  and 
the  orphan  girls'  asylum  are  no.  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  distant.  The  mountains  of  dirty 
linen  taken  there  and  llie  rivers  of  dirty,  infected 
water  commg  from  the  place,  not  only  create  a 
nuisance,  but  are  a  source  of  deadly  peril  lo  ihe 
aforesaid  public  institutions  and  lire  neighborhood . 
We  beg  lo  call  the  alleniton  ol  the  minister  ol 
Interior  to  the  mailer  mid  lo  suggest  that  the 
Misericordia  wash-house  be  removed  to  Jncaie- 
|Wgua.
